Go See A Doctor 


', EVEN IN TiffiS age of wonder 


drugs and surgery on the living heart, 
it is not uncommon to hear complaints 
about the failures of medicine. 
In 


some circles, it is popular to note with 
considerable scorn that. the doctors 
can'.t even cure a cold or provide a 
salve that will .make warts disappear. 
It is true? that medical science has not 
yet come up with' sure-fire remedies, 
for these minor ailments—or for can- 
cer, heart disease and a number of 
other killers. But complaining about 
the 
ineffectiveness 
of medicine is 


about on a par with groaning that au- 
tomobiles and jet planes are primitive 
means of transportation. So they are, 
when compared with science fiction 
dreams of how men will get about a 
century hence. 
It is unfair to make 


j6uch comparisons, however, without 
also noting that today's planes and cars 
are beyond all but the most'extravagant 
dreams of half a century ago. 
The 


same can be said of medicine. Many of 
the infectious diseases that often meant 
death at the turn of the century have 
now been virtually wiped out. Pneum- 
onia, 
diphtheria, 
smallpox, 
scarlet 


fever, typhoid fever—these and others 
have almost lost their power to kill and 
maim. 
Poliomyelitis is coming under 


control. 
Phalanxes of research are 


storming the dread citadels of cancer, 
mental 
disease, 
coronary 
ailments. 


The doctors don't know everything 
about human ills and how to deal with 
them. Vet they know much more, and 
are able to do vastly more, than was 
the case even a generation ago. 
Who- 


ever carps about the failures of medi- 
cine may himself be in need of a little 
medical attention.

.to a luncheon audience of 500., 


It all boiled down to the fact 


that the automation bugaboo has 
now been belabored in;so many 
conferences 
that ..it no longer 


arouses interest. Something new 
is now added. 


IT HAS BEEN said that Americans 


are not laughing as much as in years 
gone by. That's odd; there are a lot 
more of us to laugh at these days. 


BEHIND all this publicity build- 


up, however, there are some 
noticeable changes going on in 
American life as a result of scien- 
tific development. 
Employment 


and unemployment patterns, bus- 
iness and production patterns are 


. changing. This development can't 


be ignored and shrugged off. 


What has been happening in 


.declining 
agricultural 
employ- 


ment, along with increasing farm 
production during the last 20 
years is now happening in the 
nonfarm economy. 


The percentage of. "white col- 


lar" workers in industry is up 
while the number of "blue col- 
lar" workers is down. 


Since 1953, says AFL-CIO Direc- 


tor of Research Stanley'Rutten- 
•berg. the number of production 
workers has dropped two million. 
The number of nonproduclion 
workers in .industry has gone up 
a third of a million. 


Workers who haven't been able 


to make a shift have had to go 
ii.to the service trades or remain 
unemployed. 


For example, Reuther told the 


conference that 13 per cent of the 
automobile workers are still un- 
employed although the recession 
is over and there is full produc- 
tion. 


facturing methods is held re- 
sponsible for some of this unem- 
ployment. The demand for man- 
power with scientific or technolo- 
gical training is increasing. And 
machine operators are replacing 
craftsmen. 
- 


An International Association ot,, 


Machinists spokeman says this 
situation comes up every time an 
aircraft or missile labor contract 
is negotiated. He gives this ex- 
ample: 


At Boeing's Wichita-plant, .auto- 


matic riveting has been introduc- 
ed. Fourteen riveters have been 
replaced. Two men operate the 
machine, and punch holes in tapes 
that control its various opera- 
tions. 
Clerical workers—punch 


card 
operators—are 
replacing 


skilled machinists. 


Consequence of these trends in 


this so-called scientific revolution 
are sized up by Stanley Rutten- 
berg like this: 


White collar jobs tend to pay 


less than skilled blue collar jobs. 
Declining wage payments could 
decrease wage-earner consump- 
tion. Older workers with higher 
skills and pay rates will be re- 
placed by younger workers at 
lower pa.v. 


Also, consolidation or reloca- 


tion of plants abandoned for more 
efficient new production facilities 
could result in curtailing full em- 


ployment and creating permanent 
unenployment of up to five per. 
cent. 


THfS condition would also mean 


more distress areas in the coun- 
try requiring government aid for 
rehabilitation. 


What this condition seems to 


presage in future collective bar- 
gaining will be new union de- 
mands for such things as shorter 
work weeks at higher pay, bigger 
unemployment benefits for longer 
periods, earlier retirement for 
older workers, more severance ' 
pay for workers who lose their 
jobs when plants are 
closed, 


transfer of workers when plants 
are moved, broader educational 
programs to (rain workers for 
higher skills than their old jobs 
required. 


Walter Reuther, in discussing 


the philosophy of these develop- 
ments, called for creation of a 
science-labor foundation to study 
and solve their problems. 
He 


also proposed a new government 
Department of Science and Tech- 
nology, of cabinet rank. 


Planning by such agencies, he 


says, will close the gap between 
progress in the physical sciences 
and lack of progress in the social 
sciences. 


WASHINGTON-The 
stage is 


already being set for one of those 
great ceremonial whingdings that 
frequently 
flutter this capital. 


On April 4 the foreign ministers, 
defense ministers and perhaps 
also the heads of government of 
the 14 other NATO powers will 
converge on Washington to mark 
the 10th anniversary of the found- 
ing of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization.
